■■I do not want to discourage German thrift and sc 1- 
er.ee but I want to keep it from being geared to a war 


machine again.' 
These words from Bernard Baruch come pretty 
close to summing up the German view oi those who 
would steer a course between the extremes o 
memberment and complete industrial destruction and 
any attempt to rehabilitate the Reich by turning it rn ct 


to “good Germans.'’ 
Baruch would dismember German industry, 
those who fear the effect of such a move on European 
economy he says in effect that the German share of 
Europe’s export business can be produced in friend \ 
countries with both manpower an d machines which 
would othei'wise be a German war potential. 
He would permit the Germans to produce on y 
enough to meet immediate consumption. 
And that, 
presumably, at not too high a level. 


It seems obvious that Germany is going to be occu­ 
pied for years, says J. M. Roberts. Jr.. Associated Press 
foreign affairs analyst. There is no sign of any revival 
from within. For a long time, then. Europe s economic 
interests are going to be in more or less of ^ pool. 
It 
would seem of little moment, whether the industries are 
located in Germany or to the west or east. 


For years all German production has been devoted to 
war and her own immediate needs. What little she has 
exported has been to nearby subjugated or coerced 
countries in grudging return for essential war imports. 


For even longer Germany has produced approxi­ 
mately 90 per cent of her own food. With the expected 
breaking up of large estates, particularly the junker 
lands, and by application of some of the manpower 
which has gone into industry, she could produce it all. 


This remains true, even if several million men aie 
assigned to reconstruction projects in other countries. 
What she did during the war (during which the western 
Allies alone encountered more than 10,000.000 men in 
the armed forces who were not participating in produc­ 
tion) is sufficient evidence of that. 


This need not mean that Germany is to be held in 
slavery. Only that she shall be quarantined, then fumi­ 
gated by such educational means as fit the case, and 
finally readmitted to society if and when she fully 
adopts the idea that a decent existence alongside her 
neighbors is better than constant, fruii 
• s struggle foi 
hegemony.

When I was in Quebec in February I began to see 
the outlines of the social problem of Canada; the human 
stresses and strains that operate in that vast sprat* ling 
country. 
Through the eyes of Abbe Paul Gosselin and 
his associates, and briefly from the lips of His Eminence, 
the Cardinal, I saw the French-Canadian picture. 
It was in effect a backward trip into the eighteenth 
century. 
It was as if one had takeii a train in San 
Francisco intending to go straight through to New 
York. But at Cleveland the train suddenly stopped and, 
instead of steaming ahead, began incomprehensibly to 
back. Every minute you expected it to resume its for­ 
ward rush. But it did not stop backing ’til it got clear 
back to Chicago. 
The train would be called the 20th 
Century Limited or Progress-As-We-See-It. 
I began, I say, to see the outlines of that problem. 
Just now I have finished a novel which fills in those 
outlines in a most satisfactory way. 
It is “Two Soli­ 
tudes” by Hugh MacLennan, recently published by 
Duell, Sloan and Pearce. 
In it the author, a young 
Canadian thirty-eight years old, visualizes and drama­ 
tizes the Dominion dilemma with great understanding 


and accuracy. 
A thanase Tallard is an enlightened French-Canadian aristo­ 
cra t living in the parish of Faint-M arc-des-Erables. 
He is a 
heavy contributor to F ather Beaubien’s huge new church but 
his ancient family, first citizens of this farm ing com m unity, lias 
a tradition of m arked anti-clericalism . 
He is one of a long line 
of distinguished Tallards, one of whom had always feat in P al- 
la m e n t f t O ttaw a. 
He believed th a t the Ee.glish a n d jr e n c h 
elem ents should cooperate more closely. 
In th.s he m eets the 
stern opposition of F ath er B taubien and of his own son, M arius. 
a violent French-Canadian chauvinist, who hates everything 
English and P rotestant. 
* The m other of M arius, whose life had been solely a pious 
preparation for Heaven, has died years ago, ^ 
^ 
m arried Irish Kathleen, m other of his small son, Paul 
A thanase 
believes the French should develop their own n^ ura\ re&r0^ trQc^ 
He therefore proposes to join McQueen, a self-made O ttaw a 
financier, in building a local factory. 
F ath er

The rest of the hook, which m ight alm ost be a separate 
novel*in itself (and perhaps should have been), is the story of 
tile son. Paul. In him, with his French father and Irish 
the two antagonistic Canadian strains arc joined. 
He had ^first 
been educated in the Catholic parish school. 
Then, when his 
father became Presbyterian, he had gone to a primate school 
for English boys. 
A fter his fath er’s death and Kathleen a re- 
m a r S l e he had been jobless in the world of the depression. 
How he m eets his problems, how he feels about Canada and his 
c o u n t r y m e n , bis spiritual conflicts, are understandingly described. 
The book contains some very well-drawn characters. 
Me­ 
n t i s , the votary of the goddess, Success; his associates, the 
f i W e w who n i l e Canada*! 
C aptain Yardley, the heretic who 
comes to live in Saint Marc and endears himself to his Catholic 
neighbors, a retired sea captain. 


C aptain Yardley has come to un­ 
derstand and love the beauty of 
fragile things after a lifetim e of 
roistering adventure; has taken up 
the study of Greek a t the age of 
seventy-five. 
Then there is the 
shabby aryl em otionally incontinent 
M arius, determ ined to m ake tro u ­ 
ble for everyone who does not share 
his violent hatred of “les A nglais.”

This is a somber, measured, and 
beautiful novel. 
Its rich, satisfy­ 
ing descriptions of the Canadian 
land; its sincere statem ent of th* 
em otional problem; make it a book 
not soon forgotten. 
The author 
was born in 1907 in Nova Scotia, 
educated a t H alifax Academy and 
Dalliousie University, and at Ox­ 
ford as a Rhodes scholar. Here he 
wras a mem ber of Oriel College. 
He later received his Ph D from 
P rin c eto n . 
In 1941 he published 
“ B a r o m ete r Rising,” and received 
a Guggenheim Fellowship which 
enabled him to w rite “Two Spli- 
tudes.” 
L et me quote the last 
paragraph of the book: 
“Then, even as the two race- 
legends woke again remembering 
ancient enmities, there woke with 
them also the felt knowledge that 
together they had fought and sur­ 
vived one great wrar they had 
never made and that now they had 
entered another; that for nearly 
a hundred years the nation had 
been spread out on the top half 
of the continent over the power­
